Why it Remained Open on Washington's 
Birthday. 

Many people wonder why the Post Office 
mained opened to-day while the banks, Merchants’ 
Exchange and other public institutions 
were closed. Tue postal regulation prescribes 
that the post offices throughout the country shall 
be closed on Jauu ry 1 July 4. December 25, and 
such days as are appointed by the President as 
fasts and bolidays. On the 30th of May, Decora- 
tion Day, the offices are ordered to be ciosed 
from 10 a.m. to 5 b. m., or in large cities 
between such hours as the postmasters may deem 
expedient. The 22d of February 1s a national noli- 
day ouly in the Territories and the District of Col- 
umbia. Eisewhere it is a State holiday,baving been 
80 deciared by te Megisiatures in pursuance of 
the act of 5 s ing it 
a holiday in all places directly under ats control. 
By a special proclamation the Post Office and ali 
the departments at Wasbington were closed Satur- 
day and will remain ci until to-morrow, be- 
cause to-day is a national holiday at the Capital.

A GALLOWS HORROR. 


Three Bungling Attempts to Execute 
a Murderer in England.

John Lee Brought Three Times to the Scaf- 
fold—Each Attempt Proves Futile on Ac- 
count ofa Defective Trap--The Doomed 
Man's Nerve and Final Agony,

— February %—One of the 
—. a ee incidents ever connected 
4 *xecution, or attempted execution, of a 

urderer happened to-day at Exeter on the o 
sion of the carrying out of the death sentence 
passed upon John Lee, recently condemned w be 
hanged for the murder of Miss Emma A. W. Keyse 
at Babbcormnbe, near Torquay, November 15 last. 
Three aitempts were made to execute Lee, but 
each attempt proved futile, the drop failing 
to work successfully. The execution was 
consequently postponed. It wil) be remembered 
that Lee, who was an @zx-convict, obtained employ 
ment with Miss Keyse as valet by means of forged 
letters of recommendation. Lee wished to marry 
Miss Keyse, who was an old lady of wealth. She 
refused to wed him, whereupon Lee assaulted ber. 
He then murdered her and set fire to the house to 
cover up his crime. The flames were soon ex 
tinguished by the neighbors, and the murde: er 


was shortly afterwards captured while hiding in the 
vicinity. 


Tae details of the futile attempts to hang Lee 
make the case the most horrib.e that ever diszraced 
tue gibbet in En cla nd. At first Lee wax perfectly 
frm and went tothe scaffold undaunted. When 
the first attempt to hang him failed the pris- 
oner's spirit remained uubroken. He was led from 
under the gailows and walked back to his cell with 
a firm step. When first placed upon the trap he 
resigned himself completely but firmly into the 
hands of the executioners. He stood motioniess 
during the preliminary proceedings, and when the 
noos® was placed and the spring about to 
be touched he made an 
effort to adjust his 
the expected drop, so that death might be as quick 
as possible. When the cl.ck of the spring sounded, 
he drew breath, as if he felt it was taking the last. 
When the murderer was made to realize that the 
gibbet had not done its work, and that 
he was not yet hanged, he ap- 
peared to start as if from a nightmare. 
but quickly rec vered himself. Tne machinery 
was then carefully overhauled and the wood work 
found to be wet and swollen, so that the trap re 
fused to work. After being oiled aud tried anti) 
thou ht tobe all right, the prisoner was again 
brought forth. The same scene as before was tuen 


man led away. and the trap a second time ex 
amined and oiled, and for the second time pro- 
nounced all right, and for the third time the pri- 
oner took bis stand upon the trap, and for the 
third time did the gi bet refuse to do its work.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 


Sr. Louis, February 21, 1885. 

Your recent notice of the Poe photograph recalls 
some incidents associated with that rare genius 
which may be interesting to the public, During a 
visit to R.chmond in 1800, 1 made the acquaintance 
of the late John R. Thompson, then editor of the 
Southern Literary Messenger, and after the war, I 
think, connected with the New York Evening Post. 
Among much other information concerning Poe, 
Mr. Thompson gave me the substance of what fol- 
lows. As a literary man and resident of Richmond, 
he of course knew of Poe, whose early years had 
been passed in that city, and some of whose articles 
first appeared in the Messenger; but he had never 
met him, and did not, at tne time of which I am 
speaking, even know him by sight. One daya 
friend called at the office and stated that a man 
representing himself as Edgar Poe had been for a 
week frequenting the bar-rooms at Rocketts—a 


and the matter had passed from Mr. Thompson's 
mind, when one morning a stranger entered the of- 
fice and inquired for him. 
the stranger, and that was ali the introduction of- 
fered. Ne ther then nor afterwards did Poe make 
the slightest allusion to the circumstances which 
led to the acquaintance, but it speedily * into 
as much intimacy as was desirable to either party. 
Mr. Toompson invited Poe to gccupy a desk in the 
Office, and also a sleeping-room adjoi his own. 
The last, he told me, was for t purpose 
preventing, if possible, that dissipa- 
tion which had already odiasted, and 
finally destroyed, what might have been 
a brilliant lte. Poe was then en in pares 
a collection of his works for publication in boo 
orm, and the result was bad 
home with Mr. Thompson for a year—his last 
ear, it proved to be. In spite of closest watching, 
© wouid, at intervals of a month or more, yield to 
the demon of drink and be absent, nobody knew 
where, for days tongt her. His friend once found 
him mounted on a table in a bar room, declaimip 
some of his then unpublished essays toa crowd of 
gamblers and street loafers. At such times he 
never could be induced to come away. but would 
haxe his debauch out; and then some morning 
walk into the oftice perfectly himself, take nis seat 
at the desk and resume his work as if nothing bad 
happened, and with no sign in word or act that 
anything had happened. At all times and under ail 
circumstances he was the gentleman. His clothes, 
however poor, were always scrupulous- 
ly ciean, and, singulariy enough, his 
face never showed the smallest 
of the habit which hurried him to an untimely and 
dishonored grave. He never indulged in profanity, 
or coarse language of any kind. and had an absolute

ried toa lady residing, I believe. in Providence, R. I. 
Stopping over in Ba.timore, he me enemies who 
calied themselves friends, drank himself into de- 
urium and died. I may be permitted to remark in 
conciuding this too iong communication, that, in 
my opinion, altogether the best criticism of Poe's 
genius is that written by the late A. E. Kroeger, of 
dt. Louis, and published inthe Republican some 
eighteen years ago.

Cruclty to the Police.

I would call your atteution toa certain abuse of 
our Police Department for the benefit of one indi- 
vidual (namely a driil-master.) We havea society 
here for the prevention of cruelty to animals, but it 
would appear we have none for the prevention of 
cruelty to our policemen. Where 400 patrolmen 
who have to serve twelve hours daily or nightly 
when the mercury is in the vicinity of zero. Those 
men for the last four months have had to get out of 
their beds two hours earlier and add two bours extra 
duty, by taking them once a week into a hall to drill 
them (if drill it may be called) until they are heated 
up, aud then turn them out on the streets where 
the difference of the temperature of the hall and 


the streets is at least 60° and there leave them twelve 
hours to take care of the city's interests. Several 
of tose men are far better drilled than their drul- 
master is. As old army men, others who are in the 
habit of being dril ed for the last eighteen or twenty 
years on our Police Department, they are not sup- 
posed to derive much efficiency from that form of 
abuse.
